A lone bandit, despribing himself as 
desperate, walked into the exclusive 
East End Park hotel at 5242 Hyde 
Park boulevard early last night, had 
himself carried to the tenth floor.

robbed Mrs. Kaspar of gems and 
jewelry valued at $20,000. 

He then locked Mrs. Kaspar and two 
women beauty experts, who had been 
preparing her for a dinner party, into 
an inside bedroom of the suite and 
calmly walked out of the hotel. 

It was 7 o'clock when Mrs. Kaspar, 
wife of the president of the Kaspar 
State bank, 1900 Blue Island avenue, | 
was having the finishing touches put 
on her toilette for the evening’s affair. 

Beauty Experts at Work. 

The two beauty experts were hover- 
ing over her and finally announced 
that their work was done. 

Mrs. Kaspar arose from the lounging 
chair in which she had been reclining 
and went to an outer room of the lux- 
urious suite. 

Just then there came a knock at the 
outer door, a timid knock, Mrs. Kaspar 
described it, as though that of a bell- 
boy or maid, fearful of interrupting 
the quiet of a wealthy patron. 

Mrs. Kaspar, whose husband was 
away, went to the door and opened it. 
She saw before her a tall, thin man, 
wearing dark-rimmed glasses. 

Instantly she realized that he was 
an intruder, and she attempted to slam 
the doér in his face, but he thrust a 
foot between the door und the wall 
and foiled her move. Then he pushed 
the door ahead of him. 

“Don't make a noise; I'm desperate 
and I want your jewels,” he an- 
nounced.

Bacteriologist Calls 
Serum Useless. 
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BULLETIN. 

Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Instead of 300,000 units of 
diphtheria antitoxin to relieve the 
diphtheria epidemic in Nome, 
Alaska, the @upply delivered there 
today was useless, even poisonous, 
according to Dr. Allison Cummin, 
Vancouver bacteriologist. 

The antitoxin arrived at Nome in 
a frozen condition and Dr. Cummin 
bases his belief upon a similar case 
in one of the eastern states when a 
‘number of deaths followed admin- 
istration of frozen serum. 

“It would be disastrous to use the 
serum delivered in Nome today,” 
he declared.

Reichstag to Sift Gifts to

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—A scandal involv- 
ing many millions of dollars will come 
up before the reichstag this week. The 
republican papers already demand 
that Chancellor Luther and Foreign 
Minister Stresemann must be placed 
on trial before the Supreme court for 
the part they played. 

According to these papers, Chan- 
cellor Luther, then finance minister, 
and Herr Stresemann, then chancellor 
promised and paid out to their big in- 
dustrialist friends in the people’s 
party without any legal right, without 
testing their claims, or without in- 
forming the reichstag, about 600,000,- 
000 to 800,000,000 gold marks (150, 
000,000 to $200,000,000) or 15 per cent 
of the entire national income. 

This payment was classified as com- 
pensation to Germany's big iron pro- 
ducers for lossés during the Ruhr pas- 
sive resistance fight. 

All Legal, Says Government. 

The government today, in a state 
ment, said the sum alleged to be ex- 
cessive and the arrangements for com- 
pensation were legal. This, however.

How It Worked Before. 


Under the present 1907 ordinances 
the last city administration prevented 
the Chicago Railways company from 
igsuing bonds.

Regardless of 
the merits of the charges of the city 
administration against the com y, 
it was completely blocked in the is- 
suance of securities.

ALCOHOLICS AND 

PNEUMONIA. 
great health quest of the day is 
a solution of the pneumonia ques- 
tion. All over the world health 
officers and researcd students are 
working on this problem. It is possible 
to report some gains. The death rate 
from pneumonia is beginning to drop. 
The greatest gain is in the alcoholic 
pneumonias. The combination of delirium 
tremens and pneumonia—nearly always 
fatal in the old days—is not often seen 
now. As prohibition becomes more ef- 
fective with the passing of the years, 
this form of pneumonia should be wiped 
out eventually. 

A recently published study by Still- 
man 6f the Rockefeller institute proves 
that acute alcoholism lays a foundation 
for pneumonia and also decreases the 
chances of recovery of those who have 
pneumonia. The following was the test 
method used: 

— 

Mice were put in closed chambers and 
made to breathe fine spra vs of quid con- 
taining pneumoria germ They lived in 
these spray chambers for iorty minutes. 
The mice were then removed to ordinary 
cages. By various methods of testing 
the pneumonia germs were shown to 
have been thrown off by the lungs in 
about four hours. It is easy to kill 
mice by injecting pneumonia germs into 
their bodies with a needle, but inhala- 
tion of these germs does not harm them. 

Next, a lot of mice were made drunk 
with a 10 per cent alcohol solution. 
The average wines contain about 10 per 
cent alcohol. Some of the mice were 
intoxicated by inhaling sprays of this 
alcohol solution; some by hypodermic 
injections of it. The mice became dead 
drunk in about three minutes and re- 
mained so for three or four hours. By 
the next day the mice were entirely sober 
and showed little gffect of having been 
intoxicated. The two procedures—in- 
halation of pneumonia germs and in- 
halation of alcohol—having been tried 
out separately, the next step was to try 
them out together. 

oe 

Drunken mice were sprayed with pneu- 
monia germs. This is what happened: 
Pneumonia germs were found in the 
lungs during all of the twenty-four 
hours. In one case they were still in 
the lungs after five days The next 
step was to find out if the pneumonia 
‘germs got into the blond. Pneumonia 
germs in the blood is the outstanding 
and important fact in pneumonia. In 
thirty-six mice sprayed with pneumonia 
germs while sober, no germ4 were found 
in the blood. Of eiguty seven mice 
sprayed with pneumonia germs while 
drunk, fourteen had pneumonia germs 


fn the blood. Of fifty-focr’ sober 
sprayed with pneumonia germs two died 
with pneumonia within two weeks. Of 
102 drunken mice so sprayed, Ofty died 
with pneumonia within two weeks. 


— 


These experiments appeared to show 
that getting drunk Increased ones 
chance ot getting pneum nia. And also, 
that alcoholics who get pneumonia have 
a slim chance to get well Practicing 
physicians have always thought that 
‘drunks were liable to get pneumonia and 
that a drunkard who got pneumonia was 
not apt to get well. This experiment 
furnishes scientific, laboratory proof that 
the physicians were right The man 
who wants to avoid pneumonia had 
better get on the water wagon, Say

GOOD AND BAD IN SNOW WATER. 


W. P. D. writes: Back in the moun- 
tains where I am putting in the winter 
we are compelled to use snow water en- 
tirely for cooking and drinking. Is snow 
water used that way harmful? Some 
say itis. If it is, in what way? 

REPLY. 


The chances are that snow water will be 
free from pollution with disease producing 
bacteria. From that standpoint it is rather 
the safest kind of water. 

Snow water contains very little iodine. 
Where people drink it exclusively for years 
they are prone to develop goiter or cretinism. 
This applies especially to young people. You 
can drink it for one winter with safety. or 
you can get iodine in salt or food instead of 
in water.

VACCINATION REPETITION. 


A Young Mother writes: My girl is 2 
years and 7 months. She is vaccinated, 
and has also had the Schick tests. Would 
greatly appreciate your advice as to pre- 
cautions against typhoid fever that I 
am reading about. Will you also kindly . 
tell me when it will be again necessary 
to give my girl the Schick tests? 


REPLY * 


The only precaution you need take in con- 
nection with this epidemic of typhoid fever 
is to give your girl no oysters. If you want 
to give her oysters, see that they are well | 
cooked. Well cooked oysters do not cause 
typhoid. 

You do not say what your child is vacci- 
nated against. If against smallpox, have 
her revaccinated about seven years after 
the first vaccination. If against typhoid, you 
can wait at least three years. If against 
diphtheria, you can wait at least three years. 

Probably the Schick need not be repeated 
until she starts to school. However, you do 
not say what the Schick showed.

ANGORA, Turkey, Feb. 2.— [By the 
Associated Press. I— The 
ministers has examined the Greek 
protest against the expulsion of 
Patriarch Constantinos, which was 
received Sunday. 

The foreign minister today said the 
government intended to expel every 
one who was subject to the operation 
of the exchange convention under the 
treaty of Lausanne. The Greeks, he 
contended, should have elected a 
patriarch who was exempt from its 
stipulations. They could still do so. 

Russia, declared the minister, had 
once used the patriarchate as a lever 
for political purpose in Turkey, and 
the present government. would not 
again allow a foreign power to use a 
religious institution for political ends. 


France and Britain Act. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
PARIS, Feb. 2.—Counsels of modera- 

tion were given today by Premier 
Herriot to Dievad Bey Pasha, Turkish 
ambassador, and M. Politis, Greek 
minister. 

It was announced that France and 
Great Britain have reached an accord 
to prevent complications arising from 
the expulsion of Patriarch Constan- 
tinos, the pope of the Greek orthodox 
church, from Constantinople through 
common diplomatic action. Both na- 
tions are pressing the Turks to re- 
nounce their intention of expelling 
other Greek churchmen, in which case 
the Athens government may be un- 
able to control the popular indigna- 
tion. 

Recourse to the league of nationa, 
which cannot take effect before March 
10, when the council meets, will keep 
the conflict within diplomatic bounds, 


Favors War If Necessary. 

LONDON, Feb. 2.—[{By Associated 
Press.]—The Greek minister of the in- 
terior, M. Kondilis, according to an 
Athens dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph, urged before the cabinet today 
that Greece could only obtain satia- 
faction from Turkey by restoring the 
patriarch to Constantinople, even at 
the cost of war. ‘ 

It is denied that the election of a 
mew patriarch is imminent, it being 
guggested that such a procedure is ex- 
ceedingly unlikely because it would 
have the appearance of legalizing Tur- 
key’s arbitrary action in expelling 
Patriarch Constantinos. 

May Expel 34 More Clerics. 

ATHENS, Feb. 2.—- [By Associated 
Press.]——Reports from Constantinople 
are said to indicate that Turkey plans 
to expel thirty-four bishops and clergy- 
mien in addition to those whose deporta- 
tion has already been decided upon. 

The belief is expressed in some 
quarters here that the Turks are pur- 
suing the present policy in order that 
200,000 Greeks still remaining in Con- 
stantineple may be induced to leave.

The plan, said to be favored by the 
Chicago plan comission, contemplates 
a bridge ninety feet wide to cost 
about $1,760,000. Its south end would 
abut the widened South Water street 
plaza, where a soldiers’ and sailors’ 
monument is planned. Its north end 
would meet another plaza, up to which 
Cass and Rush streets would be car- 
ried on ramps.

“Must Bury Past,” Pre- 
mier Tells Caucuses. 


ROSTOV-ON-DON, Russia, Feb. 2.— 
the Associated Press.] — Premier 
Rykof announced today at the first 
congress of the soviets of the northern 
Caucasus that the government had de- 
cided to extend amnesty to.all those 
who during the civil war were identi- 
ved with the anti-soviet armies of 
Deniken and Wrangell, or who were 
connected with the anti-revolutionary 
movement. All those who returned to 
Russia after the collapse of the anti- 
bolshevik armies, he added, would be 
freed and their election privileges 
restored. 
This is said to be the most sweeping 
concession to the Russian people since 
the beginning of the revolution. It 
involves tens of thousands of persons 
who were connected with the counter- 
revolutionary movements prior to 
1921 and is considered here as indica- 
tive of the government's desire to win 
the fullest support of the population 
in all its present and contemplated 
measures. 


“ Must Bury the Past.”

“The past must be buried; we must 
establish greater unity among all na- 
tionalities in this district; we must 
lighten the labors of the people; we 
must forget all that occurred during 
the civil war.

BAIN IN FIGHT ON 
RUM SMUGGLERS 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—{Spe 
lial.J—Although stating that much 
Progress has been made toward the 
solution of the liquor smuggling prob- 
lem, Attorney General Stone today ad- 
mitted that 332 veasels Aying foreign 
flags were now engaged in carrying 
liquor to this country and that a 
large amount of “booze” was being 
illegally introduced from Canada. 

As an evidence of the good work 
being done by the coast guard in 
fighting rum smugglers, the attorney 
general, in an authorized report, said 
that between May 22, 1924, and the 
end of the calendar year, sixteen for- 
efgn rum running vessels had been 
seized. Thirteen were British, one Nor- 
wegian, one French,*and one Italian. 

British Chief Offenders. 

The report says that of the 332 rum 
runners, 307 fly the British flag, ten 
are Norwegian, four French, and the 


r 
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remainder have flags of various other 
nations. A great many of these, the 
report says, dco nothing but smuggle 
liquor.. Others are engaged in the trat. 
fic only casually. Practically all of 
them sail on fraudulent clearance pa- 
pers. ! 
Foreign bases from which liquor 
smuggling operations are conducted 
were named in the report. Some of the 
chief ones are Halifax, Lunenberg, 
Sydney, and Yarmouth, Nova Scotia; 
St. Johns, Newfoundland; Bermuda. 
Nassau, and the islands of Bimini and 
Gun Cay, British West Indies; Victoria 
and Vancouver, British Columbia, and 
Windsor and Belleville, Ontario. Other 
important bases are St. Pierre Mique- 
lon (French); Havana, Cuba; Hamburg, 
Germany, and Antwerp, Belgium.

The Sans Fil states point-blank that 
Russia ceded a part of Sakhalin island 
containing enormous petroleum depos- 
its, to Japan in return for the Tokio 
government's pledge to construct the 
latest and most formidable warships 
for the soviets. 

Describing the aims of the Russo- 
German-Japanese bloc, the Sans Fil 
quotes M. Sarraut, who said, “ What 
will happen the day Japan, in accord 
w Russia, forms an

of the world.” Japan sounded out 
Berlin regarding an entente with Rus- 
sia, M. Philouze alleges. He says Japan 
already is baginning to accumulate a 
huge hoard of war material.

Comflexions and Colors. 


NEW YORKE.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.I— There are as many kinds of 
complexions as there are types of men, 
and each one takes a slightly different 
treatment when it comes to picking the 
most becoming colors. 

I have a letter here from a man who 
describes himself as.dark complex- 
ioned, without much color in his 
cheeks. He desires to know the best 
color for him to select for a suit, and 
the colors for accessories. 

There are doubtless many others 
among my readers who come under a 
similar classification, who are won- 
dering which colors will best offset a 
facial pallor. It does not matter so 
much about the hair. Whether one 
be a blend or a dark haired pale face,
